NOTICE OF FIELD HEARING AND SITE VISIT 

Homeland Security Committee Examines the 
Progress in Securing Gulf Coast Communities 
 
June 1, 2007 (WASHINGTON) – On Monday, June 4, and Tuesday, June 5, 
2007, the House Homeland Security Subcommittee on Management, 
Investigations, and Oversight, chaired by Rep. Chris P. Carney (D-PA), and the 
Subcommittee on Emergency Communications, Preparedness, and Response, 
chaired by Rep. Henry Cuellar (D-TX), will hold a joint field hearing in Bay St. 
Louis, Mississippi and a site visit to the Mississippi Gulf Coast and New Orleans. 
 
Specifically, the Committee will examine portions of the Gulf Coast and New 
Orleans devastated by Hurricane Katrina, and will conduct a hearing to consider 
the new Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) regional structure.  
The hearing will also evaluate improvements made in communications between 
State, local, and Federal emergency managers and what more should be done to 
better prepare for this year’s hurricane season.
